John and Carington 
Bowes, work one or two propoſitions in the 
court-yard, or playing place of his ſchool every 
day, and in about fix weeks, or two months, his 
ſcholars will be able to enter upon Euelid's Ele- 
ments in the ſame manner. In a year's time, he 
may have twenty or thirty boys able to give a good 
account of the firſt principles of geometry, and 
Plain trigonometry, without loſs of time, or inter- 
mne the buſineſs of ſchoot hours.
